MINT JULIPS ARE IN DANGER 


Ice Combine Now Confronts the Lou- 
isville People. 


HARD FIGHT IS EXPECTED 
Straws, Whisky and Water Won’t 
Make the Kentuckians’ Great 
Drink. 


Louisville, Ky., April 30.—(Special.)— 
Louisville consumers are again called 
upon this year to combat an ice trust. 
However, as no exorbitant price is to be 
asked it is probable. that there will not 
be any great amount of complaint. Be- 
sides, it is presumed that there will be in- 
dependent dealers in the field, just as 
there were last year and the year before. 
Prior to that time there had been no 
combine. Two weeks ago the principal 
local retailers of artificial and natural 
ice got together and decided to charge 
25 cents per 100 pounds delivered at resi-. 
d@ences and 162-8 cents per 5 pounds de- 
livered. In 1900 prices were 20 cents per 100 
and 12% cents per 50 pounds. In 1899-the 
rates were 25 cents per 100 and 16 cents 
per 50 pounds. There has_ never been 
any concerted action on the part of the 
citizens of Louisville to defeat the com- 
bine. This was perhaps due to apathy 
and to the fact that independent dealers 
offering ice at a slight reduction were 
always to be found in abundance. The ice 
question has not been the cause of public 
agitation hereabout, owing to the rea- 
sonable prices that have prevailed of late 
years. 


TWO MEN INSTANTLY KILLED. 


Tennesseeans Turn Upon Kinfolk 
with Deadly Wedpons. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 30.—(Special.) 
William Ramsey, a crippled tinkerer, to- 
night shot and killed his brother in law, 
Madison F. Amos, a truck farmer, of the 
suburbs of this city, because the latter re- 
fused to take a drink with him. Ramsey 
was intoxicated and used an old field 
rifle.

Washington, April. 30.—Cardinal-elect 
Martinelli received today from the hands 
of a member of the papal guard of 
Pope Leo XIII, Count Stanislaus Cola- 
ciochi, who had just arrived from Rome, 
the consistorial letter formally advising 
him of his elevation to the cardinalate 
and the red zucchetta emblematic of that 
high office. The ceremony, which was 
brief and simple, occurred at the papal 
legation at 6 o’clock this evening in the 


ypresence of a number of church digni- 
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taries. 

Count Colacfochi! éntered the legation 
attired in full. aniform. In his hand 
he carried two large letters and a leath- 
ern case inclosing. the zucchetta. Salut- 
ing t cardinal-elect, Count Colaciochi 
hand him one of the letters, which 
was read aloud ‘and proved to be the 
credentials of the official messenger. 
The second letter was handed tothe 
cardinal-elect, who ran through it, and 


handed it to Bishop Keiley, of Savannah, 


to be read. It was as follows: 
“Rome, April 15, 1901.—To Mgr. Sebas- 
tian Martinelli: In the secret consistory 
of this morning his holiness deigned to 
elevate to the sublime dignity of the 
cardinalate Monsignor Sebastian Mar- 
tinelli. This precious and sovereign fa- 
vor is brought to the notice of. your 
eminence for your knowledge and guid- 


ance, 
“M. CARDINAL RAMPOLLA.” 
When the letter. had been read, Count 
Colaciochi opened..the small red morocco 
case and took therefrom a red silken 
zucchetta,”or cardmfhal’s skull cap, which

Count Colaciéchi addressed the cardi- 
nal; saying he had been highly honored 
in being -chosen as the, bearer of this 
message. 

Cardinal Martinelli responded briefly.

NARROWLY ESCAPED § ROPE. 


Negroes Were’ Anxious To Hang 
White Man. “ 

Birmingham, Ala., April 30.—(Special.)— 
Charles Russell, a white a whe oat 
ducts a meat market at Warner, a small 
mining town seven miles from the city, 
narrowly escaped lynching at the hands 
of a mob composed of 80 negroes last 
evening, and was hufried to jail here fur 
safe keeping. The cause of the uprising 
was the death of Walter Morehead, -a 
negro of Warner, who'was shot to-death 
‘while 'sleeping under a trestle which spans 
Five Mile creek. A white man named 
Jesse. Wilke was. said to have done the 
killing, and the negroes thought that Rus- 
sell had a hand in it, though the evidence 
did not bear cut this supposition. Coro- 
ner Paris when he reachéd the scene 
found a mob of 500 armed negroes under 
great excitement. Negroes bearing win- 
chesters thronged about the coroner 
wherever he went. He told them to put 
up their guns and go home, and many of 
them did so. Russell, suspected of the 
killing, was taken in charge bp the coro- 
ner, but late>, when his innocence was 
established, he was allowed to go. Ex- 
citement among the negroes broke out 
afresh, and the ccdffoner sent a message 
to Sheriff Burdin to hurry deputies to the 
scene. Riissell was taken in charge, but 
the negroes refused to be placated, and 
made all kinds of threats. It was do- 
termined to conclude the investigation in 
Birmingham, and as the train approached 
the station the coroner, jury and suaspect- 
ed men were hurried aboard the. vars, 
and left before the negroes fully realized 
what had happened. 


CHAOS CAUSED BY POWERS. 


Gloomy Picture of Conditions Pre- 
vailing in China Shown. 
London, May 1.—Dr. Morrison, wiring to

He will 
make his headquarters there and super- 
vise the reduction of the French troops, 
who will be gradually withdrawn in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of_the ministers 
of the powers who desire that a partial 
reduction of the foreign troops should be 
begun immediately.

It names 30 hundred as the number of 
troops by which each of the powers shall 
be represented in the garrisons at Tien 
Tsin and Shan Hai Kwan. 

Japan Prepares for War. 

London, May 1.—‘“It is reported that 
the Japanese government has reserved a 
subsidized mail steamer for its own use,”’ 
says the Shanghai correspondent of The 
Morning Post.

CONVICTS ON THE HIGHWAYS 


Professor Holiiss, of North Carolina, 
Believes That Would Solve 
the Problem. 


New Orleans. April 30.—A permanent 
organization for the state of Louisiana 
was created by the National Good Roads’ 
Associations convention today. The, pur- 
pose of the organization, which is to be 
known as the Louisiana Good Roads’ As- 
sociation, is to “begin a crusade in favor 
of good roads,” and to urge legislation 
in favor of and appropriations by con- 
gress in support of better country roads 


in the state. 

The officers elected were: John Dymond, 
of New Orleans, president: Fred Siep, of 
—— parish, vice president; Henry H. 

odgson, of New Orleans, secretary- 
treasurer. In addition vice presidents for 
each parish in the state were provided 
for, who are in turn to organize their re- 
spective parishes. The offices of the state 
organization are to be in this city and are 
‘to be supported by contributions from the 
parochial associations. 

A. W. Campbell, deputy commissioner 
of public works of Ontario, Canada. ad- 
dressed the convention at length, tech- 
mically describing various methods of 
road building from the standpoint of a 
civil] engineer. He said that the requisite 
for a good road, first, last and always, 
is drainage. 

Professor W. R. Hoag, of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, read a paper on 
‘The Press. in its Relation to Good 
Roads.’’ 

Resolutions were. voted to request the 
state board of agriculture and migration 
to organize a department of good roads, 
and that the legislature make an ap- 
propriation for that purpose; that the 
United States board of engineers, the 
state engineers and the boards of levee 
commissioners be requested to set aside 
yearly a portion of the levee funds for 
the vurpose of draining: the levees and 
roads and that ministers of the gospel be 
asked to preach a series of sermons upon 
the necessity for better roads. 

Rev. A. C. Miller, of Arkansas, pres!- 
dent of Hendrix college, and Professor 
Holmes, of North Carolina, told of the 
conditions existing in their. respective 
states: In speaking of the employment 
of convict labor on the roads. tHe latter 

“In our state’we have come to the con- 
clusion that when a man commits a crime 
he works an injury to his state and com- 
munity,: and that such a person cannot 
do more to repair that injury than to be 
compelled to work upon the roads of his 
state or community. and we have there- 
fore enacted legislation to that end.” 

Tomorrow evening the good roads’ train 
will jeave for Natchez, Miss., where the 
next sample road wiil be built and a con- 


vention held.

To Develop Islands. 


“In developing these islands it is well 
to keep steadily in mind that business 
is one of the great levers of civilization. 
It is immensely .to the interest of the 
people of the islands that their resources 
should be developed, and therefore it is 
to their interests even more than to 
ours that our citizens should develop 
their industries. The further fact that 
it is. our duty to see that the develop- 
ment takes place under conditions so 
carefully guarded that no wrong may 
come to-the islanders must not blind 
us to the first. great fact, which is the 
need of the development.

As .for the offenses that are at times 
bound to occur in connection with the 
public service in the islands, we shouid on 
the one hand see to it that the most 
prompt and severe punishment if visited 
upon the offenders. It is an/infamous 
thing for a man to be guilty of dishonesty 
here in our own country; but it is doubly 
and trebly infamous when he is guilty of 
dishonesty in connection with the public 
service in Cuba or the Philippines or Por- 
to Rico.”’

. Omaha, Neb., April 30.—An unknown 
person, purporting to be an agent of the 
kidnapers, has made a proposition to E. 
A. Cudahy to return $21,000 of the money 
paid for the ransom of his son who was 
abducted.

Dr Gartrel and Son Drove 
Seventy Miles, 


THEY. MURDERED DONEGAN 


Placed Body in Wagon and Drove 
for Miles with the Ghastly 
| Object—Father and Son 
Arrested and Latter 
Confesses. 


Kansas City, April 30.—Dr. J. L. Gar- 
trell, seventy years old, today confessed 
to Chief of Police Hayes that he killed 
D. B. Donegan, a Colorado miner, whose 
body was found in Mulberry creek be- 
tween Amorat and Nihart, Mo., yesterday. 
The confession was in writing. W. P. 
Gartrell, the doctor’s son, confessed to his 
knowledge of the crime and to having 
helped dispose of the body. The men were 
arrested last night after Dr. Gartrell had 
demanded the proceeds from a sale of 
Donegan’s wagon which had been sold by 
a local dealer. 

Under a severe “sweating” the 
Gartrell confessed that his father had 
killed Doneg4n at their camp near Nihart, 
March 19th. Then he said he helped the 
man to place the body into the Donegan 
wagon and, after driving a distance of 
seventy miles, dumped it into the creek. 
They then negotiated the sale of the dead 
man’s outfit to a Kansas City horse dealer 
and came here to get the money. 

Dr. Gartrell is a benevolent looking old 
man. He fought in the confederate army 
under General Brice ‘and up to within a 
short time ago had been an inmate of 
the confederate soldiers’ home at Higgins- 
ville, Mo. He practiced medicine for years 
and lately made his home in Victoria, 
Tex. He is also said to have lived in 
Mexico, Mo., at one time. Ww. P. Gar- 
trell says he is twenty-five years old but 
looks considerably older. From papers in 
the possession of the Gartrells it appears 
they intended to buy a newspaper in Vic- 
toria, Tex. It is.said that a local attor- 
ney tried’ to collect the money for the 
sale of the horse and he will be arrested 


as an accomplice. 
Dr. Gartrell is said to have served two 


terms in the Texas legislature, beginning 
in 1880. He was born in Calloway county, 


Missouri. 


MILK ORDINANCE 
BRINGS ON TROUBLES 


One of the most difficult matters with 
which the recorder has to deal is the milk 
business. It might be supposed that a 
police court judge would deal with: the 
milk of human kindness and no other 
sort of lacteal, but it is true that the re- 


-corder of Atlanta has to take up the milk 


of bovine extraction nearly every week. 

There is a city law which fequires that 
milk when unskimmed must contain at 
least 12 per cent of so‘ids, which is that 
ingredient of milk known to the ‘“‘laity’’ 
as cream. 

Every now and then a sanitary inspec- 
tor takes a sample of milk from the 
wagons and has it analyzed and if the 
chemist reports that it contains less than 
12 per cent of. solids, a case is made 
against the dairyman-and he is fined. 

Under the milk ordinance the lowest 
fine that can be imposed for thin or wa- 
tered milk is $10, and this is often a hard- 
ship on the milkman. 

In many cases of watered milk the 
dairyman is the victim of a driver, but 
he is responsible and must suffer the 
consequences. 

To every person except a chemist the 
analysis of milk for the purpose of tell- 
ing exactly how much cream it contains 
is a science of so much intricate formulae 
that the subjection of a person to a heavy 
fine on the prima facie evidence of a 
piece of paper is often regarded as a least 
bit arbitrary, and this same feeling some- 
times takes possession of the recorder 
when he is trying to temper justice with 
mercy in matters of milk. 

Yesterday there was a case in the police 
court and the inspector testified that he 
took a sample of the milk from the de- 
fendant’s wagon and the chemist pro- 
nounced it short on solids.

The Texas ' Oil Sensation. 
The discovery of oil in the region of 


and a very agreeable suprise to the 
Texans and others who have been so 
fortunatd as to get in on the ground 

‘The discoveriés that have already 
been made are a sufficient warrant for 
all the excitement that prevails 


Louisiana. Boom times follow ‘oil dis- 
coveries as certainly as they follow 
Sold: and just as naturally; for the pos- 
sibility of fortunes is ag great. Oil 
speculators are flocking to the new re- 
— and the surrounding country is oil 
mad. ‘ 
It quel be hard to exaggerate the 
importance of these discoveries if they 
turn out to be what now seems prob- 
able. If, as is expected, it proves that 
crude oil can be used instead of coal 
for fuel, the cost would unquestionably 
be so much less* that manufacturing 
establishments of all kinds will spring 
up in that region. There is no end to 
the possibilties. What that would 
mean to Texas with its vast natural re- 
sources it would be difficult to estimate. 
At present, of course, things are in 
the experimental and speculative stage. 
The newspapers are filled with adver- 
tisements of oi] companies formed for 
the development of properties which 
have been bought outright or upon 
which options have been secured for 
sale or lease. Much of this is doubt- 
less valuable property. The wells that 
have so far been developed warrant the 
roseate hopes and perhaps:the most en- 
thusiastic promises of the promoters, 
but those who are considering invest- 
ment must bear in mind that there are 
good and bad investments and they 
should be careful to avoid the bad ones. 
Some of these properties are sure to 
prove highly valuable and will make 
fortunes for their owners: others are 


| just as certain to operate in the oppo- 


site way. 


No Tariff Tinkering. . 

Senator Hanna, as was probably to 
be expected, jumps to the front with 
the declaration that “‘there will be no 
tariff tinkering.” He goes somewhat 
more into detail in discussing the prop- 
osition of Congressman Babcock to 
place upon the free list articles made by 
the steel trust, and says: 


Congressman Babcock’s position ‘joes 
nef merit serious consideration. Aithough 
perhaps it wWoult make but little differ- 
ence to take off the metal schedule, do 
you suppose we are going to do that, 
and allow the Novia Scotia Stee] Com- 
pany, for instance. to dump her products 
into New England? Not much! We may 
not need the tariff so much any more as 
far as foreign countries are concerned, 
but we must protect ourselves against 
the big institutions which are springing 
up on our border. ‘The Dingiley tariff is 
the most perfect work of human ingenu- 
ity, balanced on scientific principles. It 
must not be disturbed, nor must there 
be, any changes in our tariff except or. 
al sis of reciprocity. 

All of which is certainly good news 
to democrats. If Senator Hanna is 
able to speak for his party, and if the 
republican majority prevents the pass- 
age of all bills looking to the reduction 
of duties on the proditcts of giant cor- 
porations which are no longer in need 
of any degree of protection, then ‘the 
country can be relied upon to hand 
the government over to genuine tariff 
reformers. ' 

Mr. Hanna is one of those republic- 
ans so aptly described by Mr. Babcock, 
men who hold the high protective tar- 
iff as a “fetich to be worshipped and 
not touched.” More than this, Mr. 
Hanna is peculiarly the representative 
of that large element in the republican 
party which believes the government 
mugt be maintained in the interest of 
those great corporations and interests 
which make the largest contributions 
to the republican campaign fund; and 
he is doubtless sincere in his declara- 
tion that from that standpoint the Bap- 
cock proposition ‘‘does not merit se- 
rioyis consideration” and that there is 
to be no tinkering with the tariff. 

He cannot expect, however, that the 
country will take very seriously his 
bug-a-boo of Canadian competition. 
Surely the steel trust which is able to 
undersell the Canadian companies in 
other markets has-no right to ask the 
‘American people to contribute to its 
coffers by maintaining a tariff rate 
which shuts out all competition in this 
market, enabling it to charge the 
American consumer a higher price 
than it charges the foreign purchaser. 
Yet that is what Mr. Hanna advocates 
and what the steel] interests «an be re-. 
lied upon to demand at the inand of 
the party-in control of congress. 

The Ohio senator is going to find 
himself very severely criticised * by 
many republicans who are just as sin- 
~cere as he in their support of the pro- 
tective system. We have noted Mr. 
Babcoek’s report of the fesling of the 
people as he found it in the west. The 
demand that there be a reduction of 
the duties protecting the giants, which 
long since burst through the swaddling 
clothes of infancy, is indorsed not only 
by the leading republican newspapers 
of the west but by many of those in 


j the eastern states. 


A speech made by Mr. George E.

The Chicago Record-Heraid indorses 
this principle.

This is the principle for which Mr. Rob- 
érts contends when he advocates a read- 
justment of tariff schedules to conform to 
the changing positions of our industries. 
and our changing relations to the com- 
merce of the world, Industries that are 
no longer in need of protection should not 
be used to erect barriers against the ex- 
pansion of our foreign markets. As Mr. 
Roberts says, it is a mistaken interpre- 
tation of our protective policy to teach 
that it means “rigid exclusion and iso- 
lation.’’. 


however, to treat the tariff as the fetich 
described by Mr. Babcock and acts on 
a Dingley-law-or-nothing programme, 
it will find serious breakers ahead. The 
.most extreme believer in a protective 
tariff cannot indorse schedules that 
protect trust giants and enable them 
to fatten at the expense of the Ameri- 
can consumé: who has to pay more 
than the foreign customer; and the 
party which stands on such a platform 
will surely go down in defeat. 


Greater Flexibility of Speech. 

Many eminent scholars and grammar- 
ians are at present engaged-in an effort 
to simplify the English language, ad- 
vocating greater flexibility of speech 
and less servile adherence to ironclad 
rujes of construction. Professor Bran- 
der Matthews is one of this number. 
In the April number of Harper’s Pro- 
fessor Matthews contributed an article 
in which he made an earnest plea for 
the adoption of certain loose forms of 
expression condemned by the purists; 
and this article has called forth numer- 
ous comments both pro and con. 

Writing in the May number of Har- 
per’s, Mr. Waddy Thompson, of At- 


Matthews carries the proposed reform 
entirely too far.. Says Mr. Thompson: 
The opportunity is taken by Professor 
Matthews to berate those who saw fit 
to criticise Rudyard Kipling for using a 
singular verb with two subjects, in the 
line— 
“The shouting and the tumult dies.” 
Professor Matthews bases his defense 
of Kipling on the fact that there is a 
precedent for such usage in old English, 
while in other portions of his article he 
defends “the changes which are creeping 
into the language, taking the ground that 
these changes are in harmony with the 
inevitable tendency of the fanguage to- 
ward simplicity. Professor Matthews’s 
position that a usage is proper now be- 
cause it was once prover is not’ well 
taken. An expression is correct only if 
it is in good use at the time that it is 
emploved. It is true that the“us#@ of a 
singular verb with more than one sub- 
ject in.the singular is fognd in the writ- 
ings of -Shekespaare and Milton, and in 
King James’s tfanslation of the -bible; 
it is found in the Lord’s prayer—‘‘f 
Thine is the Kingdom and the power an 
the glory.’’ But in this respect the lan- 
guage of Shakespeare and Milton is to- 
day more the language of the illiterate 
than of the educated. The language of 
the peasant remains unchanged, while it 
is the language of polite society that has 
changed and is still changing. Among 
the peasants are found the use of two 
negatives, the use of “‘holp’’ as the past 
tense of help, and other usages which 
were once good English, but which are 
condemned by the educated of today. 
Doubtless there ia to the novelist a ro- 
mantic charm in the “blunt and racy 
vernacular’ of the illiterate, as George 
Meredith says, but to the linguist the 
chief interest is in its antiquity. In his 
defence of the changes which ai@ creep- 
ing into the language, Professor Mat- 
thews takes.better position. The rules 
of grammar often cramp speech and de- 
tract from its -effect, as he says, but 
this ia not due so much to the fault of 
grammar as it is to a wrong idea of 
the province of grammar. Grammar is 
the art of correctly speaking and writ- 
ing the language, and lafgsuage changes; 
therefore grammar should be so flexi- 
ble as to follow the change in language. 
All change in language is toward sim- 
plicity or euphony. Unless one of these 
advantages is gained, change does not 
take place. To the law of simplicity and 
euphéng are due, for instance, the sub- 
stitution of the second person. plural 
‘vou’? for the second person singular 
“thou” and “‘thee,”’ and the elimination of 

the subjunctive mood. 

Mr. Thompson continues the diseus- 
sion still further, but the limitations 
of space permit us to quote 
from his article only enough to barely 
illustrate his position. .We agree with 
him in the main, and while we have no 
sympathy with the purists who insist 
upon rigid exactitude of. construction, 
we believe that Professor Matthews 
goes to an extreme in the opposite di- 
vection.. . °° :

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western hemisphere will be represented 
in the exhibits. Speaking. of Georgia's 
collegtion, the Buffalo correspondent of 
The Baltimore American says: 

“The southern states bid fair to have 
the largest representation at Buffalo 
which they have had at any exposition 
fince the war. The Georgia exhibit has 
just arrived. Dr. Davis T. Day, of Wash- 
ington, who is in charge of the mines and 
metallurgy building, savs the mineral ex- 
hibits of the.states of Georgia, North 
Csgrolina and Missouri are exceptionally 
fine. In the Georgia exhibit there is .a 
beautiful Corinthian column of whit? 
marble, 15 feet high and 22 inches im 
cjiameter. There were five of these to 
have been sent, but the four remair.ing 
ones have not as yet been received. State 
Geoligist William J. Yeates is here with 
his assistant to insta!l the exhibit. He 
hes several slabs of handsome white 
merble, one large siab of monumentai 
granite, and four large squares of trans- 
lucent marble. one of which looks iike a 
huge moss agate and shows magnificent 
effects in white and black. Another of 
these translucent. slabs is pure white: 
the third is gray with dashes of a darker 
gray; the fourth resembles a red and gold 
-Lrset,.so rich is the commingl‘ng of col- 
ors. There is a fine collection of the clays 
of Georgia and the products manufac- 
tured from it. Another feature of the ex- 
hibit consists of two pedestals, one con- 
taining large g¢pecimens of red sandstone 
and another of very fine specimens of por- 
phyritic granite. There is a systeratie 
collection of building stcne from the .em-’ 
pire State of the Scuth, including granite, 
brown stone, serpentine and other stones 
for building purposes. They are in forty- 
eight-inch cubes, polished and dressed 
on five sides, one side béing left ashlar. 
The choicest case in the Georgia collec- 
tion contains large gold nuggets and oth- 
er fine ore arecimens and a great many 
gems from the state.

HAVE heard a great deal of discus- | 
sion rertaining to the recent visit 
of a party of northern capitalists 
and philanthropists through the southern 
states, their avowed purpose being the 


tions of the south, and I find that their 
visit to several of these institutions, and 
incidents thereof, have excited in me a 
new. interest in ;the subject of northern 


Though their visit was not limited to 
the negro institutions of our section, the 
immense amount of money previously and 
continually given .through northern phi- 
lanthropy to the negré led many of the 
people of the central south to assume 
as a foregone conclusion that if any sub- 
stantial interest weré_ shown as a result 
of the trip, it would bein the direction of 
our negro institutions. ; 

But meeting and conversing with many 
of the men who made up the recent par- 
ty, one could not fail but be impressed by 
the fact that none of them was a man 
to give to any institution without due 
consideration of the merits of it, and 
without investigating thoroughly what 
were the results of the education which 
northern philanthropy had already made 
it possible for the negro to obtain. Nor 
could any one cognizant of the personnel 
and distinction. of many of these men fail 
to. realize not only that altruistic princi- 
ples must actuate their interest in the 
negro, but that they appreciate that in 
making him the more useful to himself 
they make him the more useful to the 
white race, and therefore to all sections 
of the country. 

For the past few years there has been 
heard so often the triumphant cry of our 
“reunited country,’’ that it would seem 
it were time now for a more united 
thought on many others as well as on 
this subject of the direction that north- 
ern philanthropy takes when it comes 
southward. 

No one can deny that at the two leading 
negro institutions of Hampton, Va., and 
Tuskegee, Ala., the system and nature of 
the education given is exactly that which 
we claim the negro should have—that is, 
training along. industrial and agricultural 
lines. As long as he ‘is with us he can 
be nothing more than a working class, 
therefore any influence brought to bear 
that tends to his training or industrial 
development makes him all the more use- 
ful to us. That the training in these in~ 
stitutions is no longer experimental, but 
is the needed system of education for the 
negro, has been proved in many direc- 
tions, but in none more so than in their 
agricultural progress. 


In an interview I had recently with Dr. 
J. L. M. Curry, trustee of the Peabody- 
Slater educational fund, I asked him 
what department of the twenty-eight dif- 
ferent ones included in the curriculum 
of the Tuskegee institute he believed to 
be the most useful, and the one from 
which results had already proved them- 
selves? He unhesitatingly replied ‘the 
agricultural department.”’ 

“Here in the south we need more than 
anything else a more scientific knowledge 
of agriculture—that which ° will bring 
about a permanent improvement in strict- 
ly scientific and profitable farming.’’ 

Later he called my attention to the 

curriculum of the Tuskegee school as 
meeting exactly these demands, and re- 
lated incidents which, coming to him in 
his investigation of the records made by - 
the students on leaving the institute, had 
proved the success of their training in 
agricultural pursuits. 
*"While this condition proves valuable 
to the whole country,’’ he argued, ‘it is 
especially so for the negro; because at 
least 75 per cent of them are now and will 
continue to be engaged in agriculture. 

And this has considerable bearing eut- 
side the mere question of farming, be- 
cause the tendency will be to prevent the 


influx of the negroes to the towns and 
cities and keep them on the farms. 

If the negro institutions most largely 
endowed by northern philanthrophy did 
nothing more than make it possible for 
the negro to obtain this scientific agricul- 


tural training they were doing that much | 


toward making him the more useful to 
us, since in the central south it has been 
found impossib'e as yet to furnish to 
those of even our own race the requisite 
educat‘onal facilities along industrial and 
agricuitural lines. Our § Technological 
schools are as yet incomplete and there is 
no doubt that the inadequate state of 
many of our institutions jis due to the 
fact that with our double responsibility 
of having the white and the negro both 


to educate we are unable to accomplish | 


all the educational needs which we fully 
appreciate are ours. If the theory is a 


-not sufficiently versed

correct one that many of the wealthy 
men of the country like Carnegie, Rocke- 
feller and others are studying the matter: 
of distributing their vast wealth while 
they still live and may see the results 


that will accrue from it, it would seem 
‘that no better use is 


being made, or 
could be made, of such money than in 


helping the negro to become more useful 
to himself and to the white man than he 


has been heretofore or is now. 


Knowing the attitude of the average 


southern man toward the negro, and’ 


having heard expressed and seen that of 
the horthern man toward him, I am tm- 
pressed with the idea that the southern 
man knows. him as he is and that the 
average northern man knows him ration- 
ally and theoretically. Could represente- 
tives of these two contingents but be 
brought together sufficiently to exchange 
ideas with coolness and freedom, I be- 
lieve the experience of the one and the 
theor-es of the other when broug)t to- 
gether would prove a beneficial influence 
not only to the negro, who is the subject 
of one of the greatest problems the coun- 
try everhad or ever will know, but would 
serve as an influence that would do away 
with the prejudices existing along these 
lines and make more possible the good 
fellowship that becomes more evident 
@fach day between the people of the 
north and south. 

It would be presumptious of me in limit- 
ed space to attempt the discussion of 
even one phase of the race problem which 
may have presented itself to me in m¥ 
recent study ef the question, but I am 
impelled by whatJ have seen and heard 
from both the northern and southern man 
to wonder why it is that so many of 
our public men from both sections of 
the country continue to lead the negro to 
think that just so soon as he becomes 
educated and industrious that he will 
take rank politically with the white man. 

Although I cannot altogether agree with 
the impassioned utterances of a certain 
eminent divine from New York city whom 
I recently heard discourse on the negro 
question, I must agree with him.in the 
statement he made that both the north- 
ern man and the southern man frequently 
treated the negro with equal injustice. 


The greatest injustice done him. I be- 
lieve, is on this very matter of what he 
is led to belleve education will do fcr him. 

The Anglo-Saxon race has never teen 
known to divide power with a people of 
a less broad and diversified civilization 
than their own. No one will for a mo- 
ment deny that the people of India are 
a civilized people. Their record gives 


yevery evidence of a past mich in action 


and thought, and yet no one is so opto- 
mistic as to iook forward.to the tim? 
when the Indian and the Englishman are 
to stand on an equal, footing even in 
India, the home of the conquered race. 

Until the Inéian ig admitted into full 
poHtical fellowship in the government of 
the country which is his through inherit- 
ance, and which is ornamented with 
monuments to his civilization, {t is not 
likely that another branch of that same 
Germanic race will grant full citizenship 
to a race that is alien to the soil and 
whose past nistory, as far ads human eye 
can reageh, is barren of even one trace of 
the achievement through which other 
races have raised themselves from bar- 
barism. 

It is idle to argue that the negro 
was translated from his ‘native soil for 
the benefit of the superior race, and that 
hence he {is entitled to share and share 
alike in the white man’s lot. The negro 
was translated from a aiate of barbarism 
into a country which is tie garden spot 
of the globe. The advantagem that have 


accrued to him are great, ami kopraater:: 
future awaits him if a.suficient vumber - 
of ‘his race, through education and indus- 


try, will fit themselves for the positions 
that will at all times be open to honest 
and industrious and intelligent labor. 
Put to go further and say that through 
education and through the accumulation 
of property that the negro will be able 
to place himself on the same political 
plane as the white man is to hold vvt 
hopes that will never be gratified until 
nature’s laws cease to be what they now 
are. 

The negro’s illiteracy is certainly a 
great bar to his progress, but no amount 
of book learning, no amount of property, 
will remove those things which separate 
him from the white man, and the one 
who leads the negro to believe that learn- 
ing and industry will ever, through time 
or eternity, place him politically on the 
same plane with the white man has either 
some persenal view in misleading the ne- 
gro, or, what is more often the case, is 
in the scien7es

OF COURTHOUSE ANNEX 


The new courthouse annex will be 
turned over to the ounty” and formally 
tendered to the board of county commis- 
sioners at its regular meeting this morn- 
ing by Messrs. Gude & Walker, the con- 
tractors. 

Grant Wilkins, the architect, will be 
present to advise the Commissioners as to 
whether the work has been completed 
according to the contract. Captain Clif- 
ford L. Anderson, chairman of the board, 
stated last night, in answer to questions, 
that he had examined the building sev- 
eral times and that he knew of no rea- 
son why it should not be accepted. He 
said that he had found no defects in the 
structure. 

Before the building is accepted the com- 
missioners will make a personal tour and 
investigation of it. 

The annex is one Of the finest buildings 
in the city, its total cost, exclusive of 
engineers’ fees and advertising, being 
$120,014.95. It is constructed of the finest 
material and presents a beautiful appear- 
ance. 

The sidewalk and side walkways are of

concrete and these add to the general ap- 
pearance of the structure, The annex was 
constructed on a modern plan and con- 
tains many conveniences. 

The butiding is_three stories in- height 
and there is a courtroom on each floor. 
The courtroom on thé first floor will be 
occupied by Judge Lumpkin, of the su- 
perior court; the one on the second floor 
by Judge H. M. Reid, of the first division 
of the city court, and thé one on the third 
floor by Judge A. W. Calhoun, of the sec- 
ond division of the city court, for the trial 
of civil cases. When engaged in the trial 
of criminal cases, Judge Calhoun will 
occupy the present courtroom of Judge 
Lumpkin in the courthouse, which is also 
to be occupied by Judge John 8S. Candler. 

The bids for the furniture for:the an- 
nex are to be opened on May 6th and it 
is hoped that the building will be ready 
for occupancy in a short time.

“We shail erect a. building that will 
be in thorough keeping with the progress 
of the qaity,’’ was/as much as he would 
say for publication. 

It is highly probable that a fine, tall 
office building will be. erected ' upon the 
site of the offf capitol, as the company 
expects to realize a good profit on the in- 
vestment, and a modern sky scraper 
seems to meet all the requirements. It 
is equally as possible that no hotel will 
be buiit on the property. 

Ernest Woodruff, president of the Alt- 
lanta Railway and Power Company, soli 
the corner lot ‘to the Equitable Loan and 
Security Company on Monday. He was 


paid $1,000 a front foot, or $50,000 for the 


entire lot, which measures 650x100 feet. 
Mr. Woodruff purchased the lot nearly a 
year ago at an auction sale and paid 
albout $45,000 for it. 

He had made preparations to erect a 
brick store_on thé,land, and spent consid- 
erable money before the deal with the se- 
surity company was consummated, 


When the new capitol building was

electric light and power plant in the 
city. . 

“If there are any discriminations or 
hardships in the franchise as granted by 
council and such as are calculated to 
operate to your disadvantage, we urge 
that you overlook such discriminations 
for the time with the view of obtaining 
the right to do business under the same 
conditions and on equal terms—no more 
and no less—with the corporation having 
a monopoly of this line of business in 
Atlanta. 

“As consumers, we are satisfied that 
your enterprise will redound to the bene- 
fit of citizens and tax payers, and we 
hereby petition that this opportunity 
be not lost by your refusal to accept the 
franchise and commence to operate un- 
der the charter granted.’’ 

There is still a degree of uncertainty 
surrounding the matter of acceptance of 
the grant by the Atlanta Railway and 
Power company. 

The company has unyl Friday to ac- 
cept or reject the franchise and it is ex- 
pected that no official announcement 
of the company’s decision will be made 
until possibly the very last moment. 

The statement that there was some 
doubt about the company acceyj{ng the 
grant, which Mr. Hurt made in an in- 
terview in New York on Monday, is the 
sum and substance of all that officials 
of the road will make public concerning 
the matter.

CANDLER’S CAUSTIC. 


~REPLY TO NORTHERN CRITICS 


Governor Allen D. Candler yesterday 
gave The Constitution an interview in 


reply to the many critics in other sec- 


tions of his interview given out in Savan- 


nah with reference to the Robert C. Cs- 
den party. 


In the reports as published in the north- 
ern papers the governor was made to 
say many things he did not say, and in 
consequence the editorial references to 
the interview were, in some. instances. 
of a caustic tenor that might not have 
characterized them had ‘he been correctly 
quoted. 

Governor Candler at first intended to 
rave nothing further to say with reier- 
ence to the matter, but so repeated and 
frequent have- be4n the misstatements, 
that he desires to-set himself right once 
end for all, and in doing so he dues not 
hesitate to express himself clearly and 
emphatically onthe subject. Speaking 
cf the matter. yesterday, Governor Can- 
dler said: 

The Shortness of Life 

‘‘Tife is too short for a public_man to 
follow up and correct all the slanderous 
statements made. about himself, his ac- 
tions’: and his utterances. Mountains are 
made out of indole hills, words are put in 
his mouth that he never thought of utter- 
irg. and false colorings are put on what 
he does say and his utterances are pa- 
raded under lurid and misleading head- 
ines by sensational paragraphers. | 
have learned to submit to all this but 
there is a point at which forbearance 
ceases to be a virtue, and I have about 
reached that point. The report of what I 
said about the Ogden-Parkhurst party 
as printed in The Savannah Press, though 
scmewhat highly colored, was subsiin- 
tially correct, and was good-humored and 
hsrmiess, but as it went farther north 
it was exaggerated and embellished by 
falsehood til! I would not have recogniz- 
ed it if my name had not been connected 
with it. In the conversation which I had 
with The Press man, which has been dig- 
nified as an ‘interview.’ 1 said . nothing 
that could give offense to the most sensi- 


‘tive, unless perhaps my jocular reference

us.’ The latter part of this statement is 
unquestionably true. There is here and 
there in the south a crank (for we have 
some cranks here, to@) who thinks he 
Lates the northern people, but.this species 
igs rare, much rarer, I fear, than the men 
at the north who hate the people of the 
south, 

“The amiable doctor may differ with 
me in this, but he would not if he could 
see the hundreds of denunciatory and 
vilely abusive letters in my possession, 
some of them from his own city, in which 
the vilest epithets are applied to the 
south and southern men, and even south- 
ern women, such as ‘you cannot raise 
men in the south, you raise brutes,’ ‘your 
state is a disgrace to the nation,’ ‘snuff 
dipping sluts,” ‘d—d daughters of sin, 
ete. These vile denunciations and slan- 
ders have not emanated alone from ig- 
norant fanatics, but some of the northern 
newspapers have been just as bitter and 
slanderous. For instance, The Philadel- 
phia Press a few days ago, enraged by 
my innocent failure to meet these tourists 
when they went through here inspecting 
the negro schools, charged that I have 
‘given my tacit consent to lynching and 
sat supinely in my office while a human 
being was burned alive by a mob,’ and 
that I ‘received from the lynchers a piece 
of the charred flesh as a souvenir.’ The 
father of lies could not have invented a 
baser or. more malicious falsehocd. There 
has been only one negro burned alive in 
Georgia, and notwithstanding his was the 
most diabolical crime in the annals of 
crime, I did everything possible to _ pre- 
vent the lynching. The moment I heard 
of the arrest of the negro I ordered the 


sheriff by wire to summon a sufficent 
force, if it required every man in his 
county, to prevent violence. He replied 


that he had found it impossible to resist 
the mob and that the negro had already 
been lynched. Nothing short of Omnipo- 
tence could, in the brief interval between 
the moment when I was informed that 
Hose had been apprehended and the mo- 
ment at which the torch Was applied, 
have prevented the lynching. 


Case of ‘“‘Brotherly Love.’’ 


“The charge that I received a piece of 
the charred flesh as a souvenir is so 
basely, meanly and utterly false that it 
is humiliating to have to refer to it. No- 
body but a brute would-offer or receive 
such a grewsome ‘souvenir,’ and had 
there been a man in Georgia. brutish 
enough to offer it to me, I would have 
kicked him out of my office. And yet 
these base charges are made in the edi- 
torial columns of a daily newspaper pub- 
lished in the ‘City of Brotherly Love.’ 
And these are only specimens of the love 
some of the northern people and papers 
who complain of ‘discourtesy’ have for 
the southern people and southern officials 
who are doing their utmost to protect all 
of their people in. life and liberty, without 
regard to race or color. 

“The New York Times has been little 
less abustve. Without stopping to inquire 
for facts or truth, they either fabricate 


- or assume as true slanders fabricated by 


others and denounce the southern people 
and southern officials as ‘savages’ and 
‘brutes.’ Ti.cy seek to lash us into loving 
them. They regard us as criminals when 
we dissent from their views. Most of the 
race friction that has ever existed in the 
south is chargeable to them and their in- 
termeddling. The southern white pe 
and the southern negroes understand each 
other and do not hate each other when 
let alone. These miserable assassins of 
eharacter and of. the peace of communities 


sent from their dogmas born of ignorance 
and prejudice, or to resent their insults 
and slanders. 


Object to Sevarate Schools. 


“They brand as knaves or fools or 
brutes all who differ from them, and while 
themselves spurning the negro, they damn 
us because we have established separate 
schools for the two races and have pro- 
hibited théir intermarriage. If they 
would emulate the example .of Booker 
Washington and Council and southern 
negroes of that type, who preach and 
teach the doctrine of truth and honesty 
and peace and good will, instead of the 
gospel of hate, they would be respected 
by the southern people as much as Wash- 
ington and Council are. But they cannot 


.do this, because they are the lineal de- 


scendants of those who fleeing from the 
old world to enjoy religious freedom in 
the new, called a sort of town meeting in 
the little boat in which they saliied, the 
day before they landed, and passed a res- 
olution that they would be governed: by 
the laws of God until they could find time 
to enact better ones, and when they had 
landed proceeded at once to enjoy reli- 


, gious freedom by burning witches and 


scourging Quakers and Baptists and pa- 
pists at a cart’s tail, and from that day 
to this they have busied themselves in 
attending to other people's business, This 
is the peculiar characteristic by which 
this breed which accords to every one 
the right to think for himself—provided 
he thinks as they do—may always be 
known. They (but nobody else, north or 
south) will denounce me as a bourbon 
and a blackguard for what [ have said 
about them, for the truth hurts. They 
will distort it and torture it into an at- 
tack on Dr. Parkhurst and his party and 
upon all the people of the north. This 
is the way this breed always does. But 
the charge will be basely false. I have 
not and do not intend a word that I 
have said for the amiable doctor, whose 
intentions, I believe, are good, nor for his 
party, only two of whom—Messrs Wash- 
ingten and Curry—are known to me per- 
sonally. These two are good men and 
are, aS I have on every occasion said, do- 
ing good. It is inténded solely for such 
creatures as the mendacious cur who 
penned the vile slamder in The Philadel- 
phia Press, referred to above, wretches 
who, having no manners and morals of 
their own, eonstitute themselves the cen- 
sors of the manners and morals of others. 
Dr. Parkhurst and his friends can come 
toa the south, .and especially to Georgia, 
whenever they please, and will in the 
future, as in the past, be treated with 
the utmost courtesy, and while the peo- 
ple of this state are not mendicants, beg- 
ging alms of anybody, they may, so long 
as they treat us as their equals socially, 
morally and intellectually, extend to our 
schools, white and colored, such aid as 
they please, and it will be received in the 
spirit in which it is offered. But we have 
never yet learned, and God forbid that we 
should ever learn, to be sycophants and 
bootlicks, licking the hand that smites 
us, or to ‘crook the pregnant hinges of 
= ,knee that thrift may follow fawn- 
ng.

An advance of 10 cents will be made to- 
day in insurance rates on all mercantile 
stocks in the territory under the jurisdic- 
tion of the nr sae Tariff Associa- 
tion. The advance wa decided on at the 
annual meeting of the gre 0.2 ally held 
in April at Old Point Comfort. The ad- 
vance applies to stocks of merchandise 
only. No other risks are affected, — 

The ficld under the jurisdiction of the 
Southeastern Tariff Association com- 
prises the states of Georgia, Florida, ow 
bama and North Carolina. 

The tariff on mercantile stocks was in- 
creased for the simple reason that the 
companies could not afford to write bus- 
iness longer at the old rates. 

Frequently small blazes in store struct- 
ures, that do not damage the buNding to 
any appreciable extent, cause a loss on 
the merchandise from water and smoke 
that runs up into the thousands. There 


have .been four such fires in Atlanta re-, 


cently. So, when the. question. was 
broached gt the Old Point Comfort meet- 
ing the decision to advance-the rates was 
practically unanimous. All of the compa- 
nies in the association had suffered in the 
same way. The managers say that their 
companies have lost more on mercantile 
stocks in the-past two years than can be 
made in ten or fifteen years or profit. 
Notices have been sent out to the local 
agents all through the south that the new 
rates will go into effect today. Indi- 
vidually the companies in the association 
will make the same advance in rates in 
Virginia, South Carolina, Mississippi :and 
Louisiana, which states are not within 
the jurisdiction of the tariff association.

KONTZ OPPOSES 
TURP EXCHANGES 


Would Haye Law Passed Prohibiting 
Their Operation. | 


CONSIDERS THEM A MENACE 


Committee Does Not Favor the Coun- 
cilman’s Ordinance. 


WILL REPORT MEASURE UNFAVORABLY 


Councilman Malvern Hill Believes in 


Licensing the Exchanges and 
Applying Police Regulations. 


Turf exchanges came in for a liberal 
amount of discussion by members of the 
ordinance. wommittee of «council yester- 
day afternoon. The members present 
were Councilman Ernest Kontz,. chair- 
man; Councilman Malvern Hill - and 
Councilman Henry Grady, ™ . 

‘The discussion tame vp on the’ ordi- 
nance proposed by Councilman Kontz, 
which . seaks to -have ‘tire legislature 
pass such laws as might prevent the run- 
ning of turf exchanges in Georgta.' The 
committee was somewhat divided over 
this ordinance, and as a result Council- 


vorable report on the measure, while 
Councilman Kontz, the author, will make 
a minority report in favor of the ordi- 
nance. 

Mr. Grady stated that while he was op- 
posed to the operation of turf exchanges, 
yet he did not wish the city council to 
be placed in the attitude of. having” the 
legislature pass laws which would not 
only be effective in Atlanta, but also 
in all the other cities of the state. 

“If the city has any rights in the mat- 
ter,"’ said he, “let us exercise them. If 
there is any other way of regulating 
these exc}tanges, I for one, 
glad to consider it, but I do object to dic- 
tating to the members of thé legislature 
in matters of this kind. Let the law- 
makers take this question upon them- 
selves. ee 


Would License Exchanges. 
Councilman Hill declared that he felt 


the exchanges should be allowed to come 
into the city, be under rigid police super- 
vision, and pay: to the city government 
adequate revenue, He said In that event 
he would pass an ordinance making it 


the turf exchanges. 

“I believe,”’ said he, “‘that this is. about 
the best way to deal with them.” 

Judge Kontz, however, was for passing 
a law which would effectually stop the 
operation of exchanges in the state. He 
declared that such places were not con- 
ducive to the welfare of the community, 
but, on the contrary, were a constant 
menace to the good morals of the young 
men of the citv. He stated he wanted 
the ordinance to come up in the meeting 
‘of council next. Monday in order that 
members of that body might go on record 
concerning this particular matter. 

Mr. Grady said he would be in favor of 
the ordinance but for the clause which 
referred the matter to the legislature to 
pass laws affecting the entire state. 
Otherwise,.he said, he would gladly ad- 
vocate the passage of the measure. With 
that understanding he siened the unfa- 
vorable report on the ordiriance. A warm 
debate is expected next Monday when 


the matter comes up for the considera- 


tion of council. 
The Turf Exchange Ordinance. 

The ordinance as prepared by Council- 
man Kontz and introduced by him at 
the last meeting of council, is as fol- 
lows> 

» Be it resolved by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta: 

Whereas the institutions known as ‘‘turf 
exchanges’’ not specially connected with, by and 
at a race course—are, in the opinion of this 
body, inimicable to good morals and to the 
well being and saf-ty of the young men of the 
community: Therefore, : 

Be it resolved, That the city attorney be re- 
quested to report to this body whether or hot 
there is any law for the suppression of the 
same, and should it appear from sair report 
that ‘here is not, that the committee on ordi- 
nance and legisiation be requested to ask the 
legigiature of Georgia to pass such .laws as
